OPER.A. long the haughty preserve of Cau- 
casians, now beckons Negro singers in 
e\cr-increasing numbers. Inchision of Negro 
singers in the roster of the Metropohtan Op- 
era Company for fixe successive seasons has 
(hamatically underscored the erasing of the 
color line in U. S. grand opera, first breached 
by Marian Anderson in her now historic Janu- 
ary 7. 1955, Metropolitan debut. 

The uijsiirgence of Nesjro singers in world 
grand opera continues on three coutiueuts and 



will shortly be further quickened b)' the ap- 
pearance of two great soloists, Mattiwilda 
Dobbs and Gloria Da\ v, in leading roles at 
the Metropolitan. Gifted symbols of an accel- 
erating trend in international ojiera toward 
increased Negro participation on the star level. 
Miss Dobbs and Miss Da\y will receive this 
season the respect traditionally given stars. 

In 74 years, only four Negro singers have 
reached coveted star status with the Met.

ARTISTS SURMOUNT SOCIAL, ARTISTIC AND RACIAL PROBLEMS 



To BECOME a star with the celebrated MetropoHtan Opera Com- 
pany is probably the most cherished goal of most American singers 
today, for it carries with it cascading fame and an assured, ascending 
income. Marian Anderson. Robert McFerrin, Mattiwilda Dobbs ami 
Gloria Davy, the four Negroes who to date have entered the sacred 
circle of the Met's first-string talent, have overcome the cruel handicap 
of color in their ceaselessly competitix'c quest for success. All ha\e 
had to surmount special social, artistic and racial problems in their 
careers in the course of their climb to the top. 

Mattiwilda Dobbs is a native of Jim ('row Atlanta, while Gloria 
Davy, the other Negro diva to be seen during the Met's 19.59-60 season, 
is a product of Brooklyn's squalid, crowded Bedford-Stuyvesant sec- 
tion, and the daughter of a subway change booth cashier. The operatic 
reputations of the Met's two Negro stars for this season were built on 
triumphs in opera houses stretching from San Francisco to Stockholm, 
though stimning successes in Europe and South America preceded 
their respective debuts at the venerable, austere Metropolitan Opera 
House. 

For 1.5 years Negro singers have been advancing in professional 
opera, singing major as well as minor roles in a number of leading 
U. S. opera companies, such as the San Francisco and New York City 
Opera companies. Since the first Negro singers were engaged by the 
New York City Opera Company in 1945 that organization has pre- 
sented artists like Camilla Williams, Adele Addison, Lawrence Winters 
and others in major operatic roles. 

.\merican Negro singers ha\e on the whole received more varied 
opportunities for operatic experience abroad than in their own country 
except in recent years. .Mattiwilda Dobbs' operatic career includes 
brilliant successes at La Scala in Italy, Covent Garden in London, and 
the Royal Swedi.sh Opera Company. Robert McFerrin, first Negro 
male singer to be signed by the Metropolitan Opera Company, has 
sung Amonasro in Aida with the Teatro San Carlo in Naples and the 
Finnish National Opera C^ompany in Helsinki. Lawrence Winters 
has sung with distinction such operatic roles as lago in Verdi's Othello, 
with the Hamburg Staatsopcra in 1958, and Scarpio in Tosco with the 



Royal Opera Company in Stockholm. Gloria Davy's performances of 
the title role in Aida at La Scala have been praised as among the finest 
e\er heard in that famous old opera house. Leont\nie Price, a Missis- 
sippi-bom girl who has been cheered by opera audiences in London, 
Vienna and Verona, Italy, will next year sing the title role in // Trova- 
lore at the Salzburg Festival. 

Five years before Marian Anderson recorded another "first" in a 
great career by bec-oming the first Negro to sing at the Metropolitan 
Opera Company, its manager, Rudolf Bing, announced on taking office 
that he would engage qualified Negro singers "if I can find the right 
voice for the right part." That was in 1950. In nine years only four 
Negro singers have met Bing's rigorous standards and qualified for 
Met contracts. But the world of opera is not bounded by the walls 
of the Metropolitan, as Director Laszio Halasz of the New York City 
Opera Company angrilv observed when Bing's break with Metropoli- 
tan racial policy was first announced. "If Negroes think they have not 
yet arrived in opera because they do not yet sing in the Met, they are 
most imgrateful to the New York City Opera Company and its audi- 
ences who ha\ e returned time and again to applaud them, not because 
they were Negroes, but because they were artistically gifted." 

Long before Miss .\nderson made her debut at the Met, Camilla 
Williams had sung the title role of Madam Butterfly with the New 
York City Opera Company with such brilliance as to earn from Ger- 
aldine Farrar, whose performances in the same role at the Metropolitan 
became legendary, the comment: "She is one of the greatest Butterflies 
of this era." Lawrence Winters further strengthened the claims of 
Negro singers to first-class operatic consideration by meritorious per- 
formances in a number of operas with the New Y'ork City Opera 
Company. Over the decade preceding ending of the Met's color 
policy, desegregation was well under way in U. S. opera, and Todd 
Duncan, Muriel Rahn, Ellabelle Davis, Caterina Jarboro, Adele Addi- 
son, Robert McFerrin and a number of other artists appeared on 
opera stages, emphatically answering snobs and skeptics who for 
years had insisted that most Negro performers were not equipped to 
meet the artistic standards of major opera.

STARS ACCEPTED AS ARTISTS 
RATHER THAN AS RACIAL TYPES 

ANY gootl .singer does not automatically qualify for operatic perform- 
ance by singular success on the concert stage. In addition to 
musicianship and di.sciplincd training, an opera singer to be effective 
needs an luiderstaiuling of the traditions of opera and the ability to act. 
Until recently Negro singers were denied the preparation and experi- 
ence that are vital to good operatic performance by the fewness of 
Negro operatic groups and open or subtle discrimination by major 
opera organizations. 

Another reason for the slow development of Negroes in opera was 
the belief once widely held in operatic circles that Negroes should 
only sing those roles specially written for dark skinned characters, 
like Otcllo and Aida. This nn th was demolished with the perfection 
of the art of makeup and the gradual acceptance of Negro singers as 
artists rather than racial types. Opera audiences, both U. S. and 
foreign, can admire the performance of a Leontyne Price in Tosca, or 
a Robert McFcrrin as Rigolefto and not be constantly conscious of tlie 
performer's race. It is a message conveyed by true artistry, which 

is above race. Negro stars have arrived as artists-not Negro artists.

A STUDENT'S JOURNEY INTO THE PAST 

Young New Yorker tells experiences in 
Guatemala— land of the ancient Mayans

ABOUT ten months ago, while baby sitting with my h'ttle niece, I 
received a telephone call. Picking up the receixer. I heard my 
mother's voice. "Dottie." she said excitedly, "yon won the grant!" I 
stood there speechless as mother read the letter I had just received. 

"The State Department is happy to inform you of your selection for 
a 1959-60 fellowship for a year's study in Guatemala imder the terms 
of the Buenos Aires Convention for the promotion of Inter-American 
Cultural Relations. . . 

Two hectic passport-getting, travel-arranging, goodbye-saying 
months later, I boarded a plane at New York's La Guardia Airport. 
As I waved to my mother, brother and sister, I began to get all sorts 
of apprehensions about what lay ahead. 

"What would Guatemala and its people be like? Would I be happy 
so far away from home? Would my knowledge of Spanish be sufB- 
cient?" 

I had just si,\ months before, taken and passed the New York City 
exam and had been granted a pro\'isional (until I receix'ed my M.A. 
degree) license to teach Spanish in the city high schools. I had also 
taught for a term at New York City's Julia Richmond High School. 
Then too, it had been at the suggestion and with the encouragement 
of the Spanish Department at Baniard College that I had applied for 
the grant as an undergraduate Spani.sh major. 

All I knew about Guatemala then, was that it was the home of the 
Mayan Indians who, as I had read in books, had reached a remarkably

high degree of civilization when the great civilizations of Evirope were 
in a period of decadence. The thought of living on a continent where 
one of the most brilliant of ancient civilizations flourished aroused my 
interest and curiosity to see and to learn as much about it as I could. 
Now, because of the recommendation of my former teachers and pro- 
fessors at Barnard, and because the State Department, the Guatemalan 
Government, and fortune had chosen me, I was on my way to 
Guatemala. 

"Aqu't esta sti casa," (This is your home) they told me when I came 
to live with the Aguilar-Fuentes family in Guatemala City, and for the 
past seven months, the wann friendly eight-room house on 15 Calle 
"A" has been my home. Mv new family consists of a charming widow, 
Doiia Clara de Aguilar-Fuentes. her daughters Edna (24) and Gladys 
(18), her son Irving, his wife Elda and their 2!i year old son 
Irvingcito (little Irving), who calls me "Dooteetee." I felt completely 
at home with this family and would often go for walks or to the movies 
or visiting friends with Edna or Gladys. 

Perhaps taking walks was what I enjoyed doing most when I first 
came to Guatemala City. Curiously fascinating in its combination of 
the old and the modern, it has just about enough of the "big city" 
atmosphere to keep a New Yorker fairly satisfied, and more of the old 
to make it interesting. 

Its streets are comparatively narrow and solo una via (only one 
way). A flood of the latest motlel U. S. and European cars, and multi- 
colored (5 cents a ride before 9 p.m.) buses which seem to belong 
nowhere else but in Guatemala, give these streets that familiar to New 
Yorkers "traffic jam" look. Coupled with this, the almost total absence 



of traffic lights seems to put a crossing like 42nd St. and Broadway to 
shame at about noon when everyone is returning home for lunch and 
the traditional siesta. 

Most of the buildings in Guatemala are typical, one-story Spanish 
colonially architectured cement buildings. However you can't go any- 
where without seeing a modern building sticking its three-story head 
defiantly above the others. 

The main street, a small-scale combination of New York's famed 5th 
Avenue and its equally famous Broadway, is La Sexta Avenida (6th 
Avenue). La Sexia Avenida is the home of some of the more exclusive 
movie theaters, clothing and shoe stores, haberdasheries, electrical 
appliance stores, jewelry stores, and hat shops. It is commonly agreed 
(and with justification), that the imported items sold in these and 
similar shops throughout the city son muij caws (are very expensive). 
It has become so popular to take a walk down Sixth Avenue that 
Guatemalans have incorporated the name of the avenue into a verb 
sextcar (to walk down Sixth Avenue). 

On almost every other corner in the city, there is sure to be a record 
shop from whose open doors can be heard the familiar voices of Nat 
Cole, Pat Boone, Frank Sinatra or Johnny Mathis. 

Perhaps what makes Guatemala City unique among other cities is 
the very colorful character which its Indian population gives it. Pass- 
ing through the streets among the people dressed in modern clothes, 
the Indians, in the traditional costumes of their native villages present 
a very interesting contrast. The men in their knee length trousers and 
light cotton shirts, and the women in their colorful huipiles (blouses) 
and jaldas lipicus (typical skirts), with either babies on their backs 
or baskets on their heads, really present one of the most satisfyingly 
diflerent and singularly picturesque sights I have ever seen.

JOURNEY INTO PAST 

Apparently, I present a .satisfying sight to the Guatemalans who, as 
I pass them by in the streets. invariaHly turn around, and in their best 
English say something like, "Goood-byee-my-loove!" 

The Facultad de Humanidades (College of Humanities) of Guate- 
mala's University of San Carlos, where I have been taking courses, is 
located only 4 blocks from my home. Last term, on Tuesday and 
Thursday nights, from 7 to 8:30, I took two very interesting courses 
in Ancient History of Guatemala, and a seminar in Indigenous lan- 
guages. The University summer school, whose classes meet in the 
morning, is a six week session during which time professors from the 
States come down and give courses to predominantly North American 
students who also come down for the summer school. Under the super- 
vision of trained archeologists, we took courses which included a field 
work course in which we dug for pottery at the most important 
archeological sites in the city. Other courses I have taken have 
included Guatemalan Folklore, and Latin American-U. S. Relations. 

As a supplement to our classroom study, we were urged to visit as 
many of the ancient Mayan cities as possible. Tikal, the great cere- 
monial center in the Northern part of Guatemala, called the Depart- 
ment of Peten, is probably the oldest and certainly one of the most 
fascinating. The huge temples, pyramids, and the stelae ( stone monu- 
ments with hieroglyphic writings on them), still standing in the midst 
of the jungle after 2,000 years, seem to bring that ancient civilization 
to life again. 

I tiunk perhaps the thing I am enjoying most, is teaching English 
at the University's College of Dentistry, and at the Guatemalan Ameri- 
can Institute (a bi-national center where both English and Spanish are 
taught mainly to adidts). The wannest memory I have had since I 
began teaching at the Institute, was the wonderful surprise I received 
on June 27, which was El dia de la maestro (teacher's day). While

teaching my English I class, I saw out of the corner of my eye, a man 
enter the room and hand one of my students a lovely bunch of roses. 
When the bell rang for the end of class, I could hear the students 
whispering among themselves. Finally one of them walked over to me 
and handed me the roses. "These are for yon Miss Michael," she said in 
.Spanish, "from all of us." While recovering from this pleasant surprise, 
I could hear whispers of "Dele el abrazo, dele el ahrazo." With that, 
another student came toward me, and putting her arms around 
me, smiled and said, "this too, is from all of us." 

I was so c-ompletely surprised and happy, that I could hardly speak, 
for fear of bursting into tears before the class. Finally I composed 
myself enough to thank them. 

Since my arrival here, my Spanish has had to stand many tests. Not 
only teaching English to Spanish speaking people, conversing with 
University students about current problems, but even preparing and 
giving a speech entirely in Spanish. 

I remember clearly nearly having heart failure as I walked the seven 
blocks from the house to the American Club where the Rotary Club 
was having a limcheon. Dr. Taylor Peck, Ctiltural Attache to the 
American Embassy, a member of Rotary, had invited Alexander Moore 
(my fellow grantee) and me to speak about our impressions of Guate- 
mala and the University. Zandy (whom I still think did it purposely), 
conveniently became ill the night before, leaving me holding the bag. 

I recall being introduced by Dr. Peck and nervously making my way 
to the microphone. I began to talk in the best Spanish I knew to the 
sea of male faces all around me. Little by little, I noticed that dishes 
stopped clinking, and that everyone was really listening. They must 
have understood me, because they even laughed at just the right places. 
Apparently they appreciated my humor even in Spanish. 

When at last I had finished, I thanked them for their patience, and 
they thanked me by giving me a tremendous round of applause.

IN THE LATE hours of the 1936 Democratic national convention, a 
liost of swt-aty. smoky, weary delegates were clutching at each 
other's tliroats. The issue was one that liad plagued the Democratic 
party for years: civ il rights— or more specifically, what the party was 
willing to promise the nation's 15 million Negro citizens. 

Just when it appeared that the party would split again over this 
emotion-packed issue, Texas' Sam Rayburn and a few other party 
rulers ordered that a microphone be set up in the public gallery. In 
a few minutes, a short, jaunty man with steel-gray hair was delivering 
an unprecedented lecture to the coTuention. 

"I say that this is a good civil rights plank," he declared, "and I'm 
the greatest civil rights president the coinitry ever had." 

The speaker, of course, was Harry S. Truman, former president of 
the United States and a man who obviously felt that his civil rights 
record entitled him to this somewhat egotistical declaration. Many 
Negro delegates and observers were angry and shocked. How, they 
asked, could Harry Truman, a man with a satchelful of plaques and 
r awards honoring his "uncompromising fight for civil rights," now urge 
upon his party a civil rights plank that Negroes considered the baldest 
kind of compromise? 

The convention accepted the proposed plank, and, as the delegates 
trutlged back to their hotel rooms that night, one Negro politician 
said to me: "Well, even old Harry sold us out. It was worse than 
finding out that there really is no Santa Clans." 

In a recent interview with Mr. Trinnan at his library in Independ- 
ence, Mo., 1 mentioned that convention and asked what pressures 
made him support the compromise plank. Was it merely to preserve 
party harmony? 

"I have never believed that the Democratic party shoidd desert its

AND THE NEGRO 

Was he our greatest civil rights president?

principles to achieve harmony," Truman replied. "It never has where 
I've had anything to do with it. That was a good plank in 1956. I 
know, because I wrote it." 

I reminded Mr. Truman that Negroes who had hoped his party 
would endorse the Supreme C'ourt decision outlawing school segre- 
gation regarded the plank adopted as a useless compromise. 

Mr. Truman sensed quickly some suggested doubt as to his sincerity 
in the field of civil rights. He leaped from his chair quickly and 
picked up a leather-bound volume from the bookcase behind him. 

"This is where I stand," he said. "It's all in here. This is where 
I stand." 

He was holding a copy of "To Secure These Rights," the 1947 report 
of a civil rights committee that he had appointed. It was this commit- 
tee which shocked the nation with its dociunentation of lynchings, of 
the denial of voting rights, of inetjuality of educational opportunities, 
of discrimination in our artned forces. It was this committee's report, 
perhaps, as much as any other single thing in recent decades, that 
drew the people's attention to the special problems of the Negro in 
America and to the need for government to do something about them. 

How much credit for that report and its ultimate impact should go 
to Harry Truman? I wondered. What prodded him to appoint that 
committee? What was his real relationship to, his private opinion 
of, the American Negro? Was Harry Truman just a shrewd Missouri 
ward politician out to corral Negro votes in the crucial states of the 
North and West, or was he really the nation's greatest civil rights 
president? 

A look at the record shows this: no president in the nation's history 
stuck his neck out farther, or risked more in terms of his own political 
future or of the nation's well being in order to espouse the first-class

citizenship of the Negro than die) Harry Tninian. He did it, according 
to liis own testimony and to the best evidence that I can assemble, 
because lie tlioinjlit that to do so was of ultimate good to the nation 
and because in his early cluldliood he was imiiued with a respect 
for individual liberty and with a decided leaning toward "the common 
]5eople," among whom he apparently would place most of the nation's 
Negroes. 

But why did he appoint the special civil rights committee? Truman 
has related that during his early years in the presidency he was dis- 
turbed by repeated v iolence against Negroes, assaults on colored serv- 
ice men returning to the Southland, and various other violations of 
the civil rights of Negro citizens, even by law enforcement officials. 
Out of a desire to get the facts behind these incidents, he says, on 
December 5. 1916, he appointed the committee. In January, 1947, the 
15 noted citizens gatliered at the White House and were instructed 
by Truman: 

"I want our Bill of Rights implemented in fact. We have been trying 
to do this for 150 years. We're making progress, but we're not making 
progress fast enough. This country could very easily be faced with a 
situation similar to the one with which it was faced in 1922"— an obvi- 
ous reference to the period when the Ku Klux Klan spread terror across 
the country with its program of racial and religions persecution. 

Four months later the committee released its report, which was 
front-page news across the nation. But the committee did more than 
cite the nation's ailments in this field of human relations; it laid down 
a legislative program designed to cure those ills. What the nation 
wanted to know now was whether the farm boy from Missomi had 
either the inclination or the courage to accept the challenge of that 
report— the report that he, himself, had asked for.

TRUMAN AND THE NEGRO c.„»„ue<i 

On February 2, 1948, Harry Truman made perliap.s the most daring 
civil rights speech, took one of the biggest political gaml)les, of any 
president in history. In a special message to Congress, he called for 
a 10-point program to secure the civil rights of all the nation's citizens. 

Before an avidience that was in part bitterly hostile, he said: 

"We shall not . . . finally achieve the ideals for which this nation 
was founded .so long as any American sufFers di.scrimination as a result 
of his race, or religion, or color, or the land of origin of his forefathers. 

"Unfortunately, there still are examples— flagrant examples— of dis- 
crimination which are utterly contrary to our ideals. Not all groups 
of our population are free from the fear of violence. Not all groups 
are free to live and work where they please or to improve their condi- 
tions of life by their own efforts. Not all groups enjoy the full privi- 
leges of citizenship ... in the government under which they live. 

"We cannot be satisfied until all our people have equal opportunity 
for jobs, for homes, for education, for health and for political expres- 
sion, and until all our people have equal protection under the law." 

Harry Truman then went virtually down the line with his commit- 
tee, asking for: 1) A permanent commission on civil rights, a joint 
Congressional committee on civil rights and a civil rights division of 
the Department of Ju.stice; 2) The .strengthening of existing civil rights 
statutes; 3) Federal protection against lynching; 4) More adequate 
protection of the right to vote; 5) A federal Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Commission; 6) A ban on discrimination in interstate transpor- 
tation; 7) Home rule for the Di.strict of Columbia; 8) Statehood for 
Hawaii and .'\laska and more self-government for other U. S. territories; 
9) Equalizing opportunities for residents of United States to become 
naturalized citizens, and 10) Settlement of 
the evacuation claims of Japanese-Americans. 

Angry Southern congressmen threatened to 
sabotage the European Recovery Program ( the 
Marshall Plan ) and desert the president in his 
fight against a six and one-half billion dollar 
tax cut being pushed by the Republicans. Tru- 
man now was faced with the traditional South- 
ern threat: "If you persist in your civil rights 
efforts, we will wreck the rest of your pro- 
gram. You cannot afford to have us do that." 
According to Mrs. Roosevelt, similar threats 
often had forced FDR to back away from 
strong civil rights proposals, primarily because 
Roosevelt was convinced that some Southern- 
ers actually would sabotage his legislative pro- 
gram and risk the country's losing World War 
II before they would pennit the Negro to 
emerge from peonage. Roosevelt felt that he 
could not afford to gamble. 

These threats also came at a crucial period 
for President Truman. Europe was in eco-

nomic chaos and there was fear that Communism would overrun the 
continent unless Congress voted the aid necessary to produce economic 
recovery. Still, Truman refused to back down. He gambled that he 
could defy Deep South congressmen and still get the laws and funds 
that he needed to save Europe. Truman won that gamble. 

Negroes and others began to acclaim Truman for his "guts." The 
Interdenominational Ministerial Alliance of Greater New York awarded 
him the annual Franklin D. Roosevelt award for "the greatest con- 
tribution to the cause of human rights." In 1949 the Negro Newspaper 
Publishers Association gave him the John B. Russwurm award for "his 
courageous leadership and uncompromising stand in the fight for civil 
rights." That same year the .Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith 
bestowed upon him its American Democracy Legacy medal. 

Harry Truman was hailed, not without justification, as a better 
friend of the Negro than Roosevelt— or even Lincoln. Time had mel- 
lowed Lincoln's contributions, had draped them in a sort of halo 
that obscured the fact that Lincoln really did only what the terrible 
pressures of his time decreed that he must do. The freeing of the 
slaves was as much a gift of fate, or history, as of any belief Lincoln 
had in racial equality. As for Roosevelt, his gifts to the Negro were 
largely by-products of what he gave the entire nation. In pulling the 
country from a dreadful depression. FDR more than doubled the 
earnings of the a\erage white man, and at the same time more than 
tripled the earnings of the average Negro. Roosevelt's New Deal 
started the Negro toward economic security to the extent that he could 
stop thinking about his stomach and begin agitating for the basic 
rights that gave other Americans a sense of dignity and pride. 

In urging laws to secure these basic rights, in throwing the weight of 
the Presidency against segregation in the 
armed forces, in transportation, in schools, 
Harry Truman was waging an infinitely less 
popular battle than either Lincoln or Roose- 
velt dared wage. If all you asked was that 
Negroes not be held in slavery, or that they 
not be left to starve to death, millions of 
Americans North and South would go along; 
but when you demand the end of racial sepa- 
ration, the ranks of supporters got thin. Tru- 
man found this out, for even his closest ad- 
visers opposed his civil rights stand. They 
complained that the party would be split and 
the Democrats would lose the Presidency in 
1948 if Truman persisted. 

Truman says that, at the 1948 nominating 
convention in Philadelphia, "I did not stand 
for any double talk on this vital principle" 
[of civil rights], and the Deep South figured 
he meant business.

the convention, a reporter said, "Why are you walking out? All Tru- 
man is doing is following the Roosevelt platform." 

"I know, but that s.o.b. Truman really means it," Thurmond report- 
edly replied. 

But in one of the great political coups of all time, Truman won a 
smashing victory in the presidential election. He carried the crucial 
states of California by 17,865 votes. Illinois by 33.612 and Ohio by 
7,107, and in each state the Negro vote was decisive. Had 15 per 
cent more Negroes voted Republican in that election, Thomas E. 
Dewey would have been president. 

Truman said later that his civil rights stand was "shamefully distorted 
and misrepresented by political demagogues and press propaganda . . . 
The basic constitutional privilege which I advocated was deliberately 
misconstrued to include or imply racial miscegenation and intermar- 
riage." 

He called it one of his great achievements that he won without the 
Wallace element or the Dixiecrats. 

Vetoes New Discriminations 

Now Harry Truman's reputation as "Mr. Civil Rights" was solidly 
established. Still he continued to hammer away on the issue, in both 
public utterances and in messages to Congress, where he repeated his 
request for legislation in the area. 

In 1951 Congress passed a law that would have required "racial 
segregation in schools bm'lt by the United States in defense areas in 
conformance with the laws of the states where the defense installations 
are located." 

In refusing to sign the bill, Truman said: "Step by step we are 
discarding old discriminations. We must not adopt new ones." 

Even as Truman made these remarks, Sen. Harry F. Byrd of Virginia 
and other Southern Democrats were calling for a new southern revolt 
against him. Truman's advisers still were pleading with him to soft- 
pedal the race issue. But in addressing a Howard University com- 
mencement audience in 1952, Truman said: "You can't cure a moral 
problem, or social problem, by ignoring it." 

Mr. Truman became the nation's first president to say imequivocally 
that the federal government has primary responsibility to secure the 
basic civil rights of minority group citizens. 

"I am not one of those who feel that we can leave these matters up 
to the states alone," he said, "or that we can rely solely on the efforts 
of men of good will . . . 

"Our federal government must live up to the ideals professed in 
our Declaration of Independence and the duties imposed upon it by 
our Constitution. 

"The full force and power of the federal government must stand 
behind the protection of rights guaranteed by our federal constitution." 

By 1952, however, Harry Truman and his civil rights activities 
were under heavy criticism by Dwight D. Eisenhower, Republican 
candidate for president. Ike told one audience that Truman, "who 
claims to be the only true friend our Negro citizens have," voted as

a senator in 1942 against "lifting the poll tax restriction, even for mem- 
bers of the armed service then fighting for this country in the war." 
This aroused a question that had bothered a great many people for 
years: why was Harry Truman, President, such a civil rights advocate, 
when Tniman the senator from Missouri was a civil rights opponent 
in 1942? I asked Mr. Truman if, while in the White House, he met 
Negro leaders who influenced him and changed his views on racial 
matters. 

"Absolutely not," he replied sharply. "My views in the White House 
were exactly the same as when I was back in Jackson County, Missouri. 
I grew up with Negroes. I was always friendly with them, and they 
were just like part of my family. I learned a long time ago that the 
composition of the human animal is about the same no matter what 
color the skin is." Truman implied that as president he had power to 
do things he could not do as a senator. 

During the 1952 campaign, Eisenhower also criticized Tniman for 
proposing a federal FEPC law. "Would a true friend advocate a 
measure to improve race relations so extreme as to be certain of im- 
compromising opposition?" Ike asked. 

Espouser Of Unpopular Views 

The verbal exchange made it clear that the outgoing president and 
the president-to-be were men of widely differing opinions about the 
way to sol\ e the race problem. Truman, who entered the White House 
with no reputation whatsoever as a great leader, obviously believed in 
leading; he felt the president's remarks and actions should be in ad- 
vance of views held by the general public. Thus, Truman offered pro- 
posals that neither Congress, other party leaders nor great segments 
of the public were ready to accept. On the other hand. Eisenhower, 
who entered the White Hovise with the reputation of a great leader, is 
inclined not to get ahead of the public. He urges patience, and in 
effect asks Negroes to place their ultimate faith in time. As president, 
Mr. Eisenhower's role has been that of moUifier, of "peacemaker," 
ather than that of the espouser of unpopular views and causes. Truman 
declared civil rights to be a basic federal responsibility; Eisenhower 
is in many respects a "states righter," and he has made this clear even 
when bold federal action has been forced upon his administration. 

Nothing highlights the difference between these two presidents more 
than their stands on the 1954 Supreme Court decision outlawing school 
segregation. Mr. Eisenhower has urged that the rulings of the federal 
coiut should be obeyed "even if they are unpalatable"— leading many 
to believe that Ike himself finds the 1954 decision unpalatable. He 
has refused to state publicly his approval or disapproval of the ruling. 

In New York last October Truman told a Democratic party rally 
that the 1954 decision not only is the law of the land but "it is 
morally right." 

As the overflow crowd cheered wildly, Truman continued: "The 
president has never told the nation that he believes the Supreme 
Court's decision was morally right." Thus, by failing to give "proper 
leadership at the proper time," Mr. Eisenhower left the door open 
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Truman's speech before a segregated audience in Raleigh, N. C, kicked up a storm 
of controversy. Former president was also criticized by Negroes for compromise 
Civil Riglits plank wliich he put in the Democratic Party's 1956 official platform.

for a wave of violence "by extremists and crackpots," said Mr. Truman. 

The man from Missouri explained that he considered the decision 
morally right because he agrees with the late Pope Pius XII that "God 
did not create a human family made up of segregated, disassociated, 
mutually independent members." 

Defenders of Eisenhower's moderate approach say that while he 
has been less outspoken than Truman and has declined to demand 
things he felt would antagonize Congress or inflame Southerners, 
Eisenhower has "achieved more in the field of civil rights than all 
the other presidents put together." Some Republicans argue that for 
all his "bhiff and bluster," Harry Truman can point to little in the 
way of achievement, either on the national level or in his own state. 

My observations are that the vast majority of Negroes reject these 
Republican arguments and are highly critical of Ike's "moderation." 
Truman supporters point out that the things Truman began to fight 
for in his 1948 speech finally were granted in time for Ike to take credit. 

Speaking in Memphis, Tenn., in June, NAACP Executive Secretary 
Roy Wilkins said President Eisenhower "doesn't understand as much 
about civil rights as any three-year-old Negro child." Wilkins said 
he believed Mr. Eisenhower to be sincere, "but he never had anybody 
tell him to move to the rear of the bus. And the President doesn't 
know what it is to walk to a polling place and have someone ask 
him how many windows there are in the courthouse." 

Whatever else was said about Harry Truman and civil rights, no 
one ever accused him of being naive on the subject. Few men in the 
nation, in or out of politics, are better informed than the man from 
Missouri about the periodic assaults on civil rights by reactionary and 
intolerant forces. 

Mr. Truman said in his memoirs: "There are chronic intolerants 
among us who are all too ready to condemn a whole race of people, a 
religious group, a labor union, or a political party when it is dis- 
covered that there is one offender among them. This type of whole- 
sale condemnation hurts ... the country." 

But what about the claim that Truman is all talk and no action? 
What has he done in his home state?

Rep. J. Frederick Neal, Kansas City druggist and long-time battler 
for Negro equality, says Truman's influence in achieving greater free- 
doms and opportunities for Missouri Negroes has been incalculable. 

"Until Mr. Truman became president, the only difference between 
Kansas City and Jackson, Miss., was that Negroes coidd register and 
vote in Kansas City. Even then, someone else voted for the Negro. 

"All that changed after he became president. Missouri has made 
more progress in civil rights than any other Southern or border state. 
School integration is completed in all but three counties in the state. 

"Look at what he's done in Independence. That was one of the 
most prejudiced communities in the country years ago. The slave 
block is still in the square. But after the Supreme Court decision. 
Independence immediately integrated both students and teachers. What 
did Mr. Truman have to do with it? Well, Mrs. Floyd Snyder, the 
president of the Board of Education, is one of Truman's closest friends. 
You can i>et that Truman helped her to get the people together on this 
problem. 

"We'\ e got a Howard Johnson restaurant on the edge of Kansas City 
that refuses to serve Negroes, but the Howard Johnson restaurant in 
Independence does not discriminate. A lot of people there who were 
humiliating Negroes in years past have changed their ways out of 
respect for Mr. Triunan's position on civil rights. 

"A few years ago, the National Bar .Association wanted to meet in 
Kansas City but the hotels were reluctant to accept Negro lawyers, so 
the group was about to go elsewhere. Mr. Truman called some of the 
hotel people and told them that he would consider it an affront to 
him personally if the con\'ention left town. The hotels accepted the 
Negroes, with the result that any respectable Negro citizen coming 
to Kansas City now can get decent hotel accommodations and receive 
courteous treatment." 

Neal, a state lawmaker for 14 years, says that all the civil rights 
legislation passed in Missouri has iiad behind-the-scenes backing of 
Mr. Truman. 

There is one question that haunts those who admire Truman's "guts" 
on civil rights: What would Harry have done in 1957 when Gov. Orval 
Faubus of .\rkansas used troops to block integration of the Little Hock 
schools. 

Mr. Truman ducked the question in our inter\iew, asserting that 
he didn't want to be "a Monday monu'ng quarterback," 

"I recall that in Sen. Joseph McCarthy's heyday you said that if 
you had a demagogue like that in your party, you would kick him 
out," I said. ".\re you in favor of kicking Faubus out of your party?" 

"I think we'd better let Faubus alone, " said Triunan, "for nobody 
wants to make him a hero in the South. If you want to make him a

I learned a long 
time ago that the man you attack gets just as good a headline as 
you do." 

Neal and other Negro friends of Mr. Truman say that he is not 
nearly as philosophical when di.scussing Faubus in private. Neal says 
Truman confided to his Negro friends: "I'd have put Faubus and the 
whole gang in jail. I would have activated the .\rkansas National 
Guard ( just to take it out of state control ) but would not have used it. 
I'd ha\e called in guardsmen from itearby states and put them under 
the command of the toughest general 1 could find." 

In the interview with me. Mr. Tniman said the situation never 
would ha\e gotten to the troop-calling stage had he been president. 
"All we need to solve this integration problem is some cominon sense," 
he said. "Somebodv should ha\e gotten Negro and white leaders 
together. This part of Missouri was as unreconstructed as South Caro- 
lina, but I got the people together. And we've had no trouble." 

Does that make Harry Trimian our greatest civil rights president? A 
lot of Missouri Negroes think so. 

"Truman is no phony," Neal emphasizes. "He's a great influence 
for Negro equality. Nothing very bad is going to happen to the Negro 
in Missouri as long as he is alive."

GROUP PROVIDES YEAR-ROUND 
ATHLETIC PROGRAM FOR BOYS 

ON A SMALL annual budget, the Jevvisli Hospital Boys Club pro- 
vides members with a year-round athletic program, distributes uni- 
forms and organizes picnics and expeditions to major league baseball 
games. Twice a year, the boys present entertainment programs which 
are enjoyed by the 1,45() employes of the hospital. 

Outstanding achievement by indiv idual boys is recognized by the 
granting of ten awards each year for good citizenship and for superior 
performance in sports. The athletic program consists of track, base- 
ball, basketball and bo.xing. Award winners are selected by the board 
of counselors, made up of 14 adults. 

Money needed by the club is contributed by Isidore Leviton, a 
millionaire electrical manufacturer who is also president of the hos- 
pital. Gifts and a contribution have also come from Arthur Godfrey. 

Although the club was formed to stop juvenile vandalism, it has 
proved to neighborhood boys that life can be far more fun if their 
community is clean and orderly and the pressures of gang violence are 
eliminated. The transformation in the neighborhood has amazed social 
workers, the hospital staff, the police and the boys' parents. "The hos- 
pital property and the surrounding area is now an island of immunity 
in a sea of delinquency," says the captain of nearest police station.

IN ISRAEL 

Ghana youth studies botany 
at famous Hebrew University 

WHEN Albert Ofusii-Asiedu won one of the 
Independence Scholarships Israel provided 
for Ghana \ <)uth, he set out for Jerusalem with 
mixed emotions. Although he was grateful 
for an opportimity to study in Israel, he was 
apprehensive about attending a school in 
which all classes would be conducted in a 
language he could not speak. 

"I'd never seen a Hebrew book before," the 
22-year-old African says. "The alphabet, the 
script, even the sounds were so much Chinese 
to me." 

Ofusu-Asiedu attacked the language prob- 
lem with the same zeal that made him an hon- 
or student in Ghana. He took a six-month 
"cram course" in Hebrew and read c\ erything 
he could find on Israel's history. Today, two 
years later, he is one of the top students at 
Hebrew University. As a botany major, he 
is learning how to fight the plant diseases of 
his homeland. And he speaks Hebrew with 
the fluency and fire of the ancient prophets. 

The African student lives in a handsome 
brick-fresh student hostel on the edge of the 
new Hebrew University campus, where 33 
buildings have risen in the past five years. 
Among his classmates are Arabs. Ethiopians, 
Asians and Americans. Ofusu-Asiedu, who 
was hesitant at first, is now completely at 
home— even in the synagogue, where he likes 
to listen to the melodic chanting of cantor 
and choir and watch the traditional rituals.

I DIDN'T WANT TO 

In an exclusive article, movie star tells why he decided to play the role of Earle Slater 

BY ROBERT 



THE ROLE of Earle Slater, which I play in Odds Against Tomorrow, 
originally cavised me more mental torture and soul searching than 
any part I have ever done in mo\ ics. This was hecause of the charac- 
ter of Slater, his attitude and prejudices. In William McGivern's 
original no\ t l. adapted for the screen by John O. Killens and Nelson 
Gidding, Slater is an embittered Southerner who has been kicked 
around 1)>- life and vents his feelings of resentment on a good part of 
humanity, particularly Negroes. He is a loathsome bigot. 

I didn't want to play a bigot in another film for the simple reason 
that in real life I deeply detest racism of any kind and have opposed 
its expression and manifestations all my life. From the very outset 
of negotiations leading to my accepting the role of Slater I had strong 
misgi\'ings about plaj ing the part of a man who uses such offensive 
words as "nigger." IIowe\er. the more I looked into the script and 
studied the character of Slater the more 1 began to feel that he is 
not a Negro hater exclusively but a man who hates the whole human 
race. 

This is the stor>' in brief: a man named Dave Burke, jilayed by Ed 
Begley, plots a bank robberv in a small town near New York and 
approaches John Ingram (Harry Belafonfe), a local night club singer 
in debt to a local gangster to the tune of $7.5(K) as a result of betting 
on the horses. Ingram, a good family man. feels trapped and to avert 
disaster agrees to work with Burke. Burke's second accomplice is 
Slater— an unemployed, frustrated fellow, living with a good woman 



(Shelley Winters). Slater is jmable to restrain his race hatred and 
it is this destructixe prejudice which causes the robbery plan to fail. 

Psychologically Slater is an interesting type. His resentment of 
Ingram (Harry Belafonte) was conditioned not alone by his back- 
grountl but peculiarly pro\oked by the kind of Negro he finds himself 
in\ol\ed with. It just so happens that this young Negro is better 
looking, better dressed, more intelligent; is. in fact, everything that 
Slater would like to be but i.sn't. All this helps to intensify Slater's 
racial feeling. Slater, therefore, is a many-sided character and this 
made the problem of projection a lot more difficidt. It also caused 
me to have serious doubts as to whether I should do the part at all. 

The first time I read the script of Odds Afiaiiist Tomorrow was in 
the fall of 1958. Robert Wise, producer-director of the picture and 
an old friend of mine. ga\-e me a copy of the script to read, explain- 
ing that he wanted me to play the part of Slater. After reacling it 
once I turned it down. I explained to Wise that I did not think it 
was a good idea for me to play this part. I told him that I thought 
it would be a dangerous step for me to take professionally. 

My reasoning was that audiences are composed of people with 
varying degrees of sophistication and uiiderstantling and there are 
many who do not separate actors from the characters they portray. 
A great many people realize that the characters they see on the screen 
are fictional or created but there is a substantial group that does not 
make that distinction. Because of this fact I had strong reservations

about presenting myself as an anti-Negro bigot and thus permitting' 
myself to be identified in the mind of millions, particularly Negroes, 
with race hatred. 

I changed my mind about playing Slater after re-reading the script 
and appreciating its excellent qualities. The screen writers ha\'e done a 
fine job in translating for the screen William McGivern's powerful no\ el 
of the same title. The script, like the novel, shows that the character 
Ingram, generally considered to belong to a so-called "inferior" racial 
group in our society, emerges as the most dignified, intelligent and 
superior person in the drama. 

Odds Anainst Tomorrow says something else of real significance 
and says it well, dramatically, without preaching. The drama stroiiglx 
suggests that bigotry is based on fear and envy and that the most 
important thing that keeps a bigot operating is the feeling that he is 
better than another man. Because of the way that this is stated. 
Odds Afiainst Tomorrow is an uncompromising picture which I feel 
and hope might do a great deal to enlighten our population. Films 
like this perform a service not only in explaining our most serious 
domestic problem but in subtly suggesting solutions. 

M\' second reading of the script convinced me that it was balanced, 
perceptive and pro\ocati\e. For one thing it doesn't claim that racial 
feeling is all on one side. The character jilayed by Belafonte has deep 
feelings of antagonism toward white people. Such feelings do exist 
among many Negroes and are perfectly normal, natural reactions tn

the way tlii-y Iiavc been and are treated by many whites. 

My fir.st fear was that in playing Slater I would be identified by 
Negro movie goers with the most vicioii.s. racist enemies of their 
cause. I ha\e long supported all constructive efforts leading toward 
tlie creation of luiinan eiiuality and true democracy evcrywlu'ro and 
1 certainh' do not want my own outlook and position to be misunder- 
stood. I sought atUice and enlightenment from people I know, par- 
ticidarly \egro friends. I had long con\ersations with Mr. and Mrs. 
Solomon Smith wlio lia\e been employed by myself and my wife for 
a number of years. One evening I put the question to them bluntly: 
"Will Negroes identify me personally with the part of Slater?" The 
Snnths are uncomplicated, honest people and they gave me a straight 
answer to my (piestion. No. they replied, they did not belie\e that 
Negroes would identify inc in that way. They said that I was widely 
known as an actor who had played a great variety of parts and that 
the great majority of Negroes are intelligent and sophisticated enough 
to accept in\' portrayal of the bigot soleh' as an acting assignment and 
not as a rellection of my true personality. 

So I accepted the part and went to work on Odds Af^ainst Tomorrow 
under producer-director Robert Wise and the general superx ision of 
Harry Belafoiite. a terrific artist and personal friend of mine. Slater 
is not the first bigot I have played in pictures, hi Crossfire in 1947, a 
film made from Richard Brooks' novel The Brick Foxhole, I played 
Montgomery, a vicious anti-Semite. My performance in that picture 
got me an Academy Awards nomination and earned me my first im- 
portant recognition in the mo\ ie industry. The reaction to my playing 
the part was on the whole positive. Most Jews harbored no resent- 
ment toward me for doing that part. 
There were a few unpleasant incidents however. Shortly after the

film had been released a 14-year-old girl came up to me in New York 
and asked, "Arc you the man who played Montgomery in Crossfire?" 
When I answered affirmatively she spat at me. 1 hope and trust that 
I will not have similar experiences as a result of playing Slater. 

Working on Odds Against Tomorrotv was a most healthy and en- 
h'ghtening experience for me. The implications of the story and my 
own experience in the part stimulated me to re-examine my own atti- 
tudes on many things. The whole experience has made me deeply 
aware of my own shortcomings as a citizen, as well as my responsi- 
bilities in terms of certain great social problems which face our coun- 
try. I am now convinced that I can personally do much more to curb 
and help eliminate bigotry than I once thought possible. I happen 
to be an optimistic American. Sometimes I am depressed by certain 
happenings in our land but my general feeling is one of encourage- 
ment. The race relations picture is changing almost hourly, the tempo 
of change has quickened dramatically. .America's race problem has 
erupted into the nation's number one crisis. Today the Negro-white 
question is more critically and sensitively alive than ever before. I 
think this is why most actors are now extremely careful of taking roles 
which are anti-social or resisting the march of progress. 

Odds Against Tomorrow is a distinctive contribution to the process 
of making democracy complete. I will not exaggerate its influence. 
The picture will not by any means end housing discrimination against 
Negroes, nor put an end to resistance in Southern states to the inte- 
gration of public schools but it might help to set in motion positive 
thinking in the right direction on the crucial problem of human rela- 
tions in America. It will certainly give both white people and Negroes 
a lot to think about.

ALTHOUGH Dr. Davi.s is soft-.spoken and easy going, he 
proved his militancy when he moved into the Millstadt 
area 11 years ago and hostile residents began harassing his 
family with phone calls and niuhtly stone throwing. After 
the dentist began shooting at all cars crossing his private 
road at night, the attacks stopped and neighbors began call- 
ing to ask permission to pass. Many of those who first ob- 
jected are now his friends. 

Doc Davis, who is also an expert hunter and fisherman, 
recalls firing at a noise in the bushes one night and finding 
a pair of house slippers in the road the ne.xt morning. He 
once arose in National Landrace convention to oppose reso- 
lution to stop breeding spotted Landrace hogs. The motion 
was tabled after his plea that all freckled human beings and 
persons of different color are not worthless.

Philadelphia dermatologist adapts new skin 
treatment technique for use on Negroes 



FOR MORE than five years white dermatology patients have been 
having unsightly skin blemishes, acne scars and even tattoos re- 
moved through a revolutionary new process called "dermabrasion" or 
skin planing. The operation is relativ ely simple, can be performed in a 
doctor's office and entails little pain and discomfort.

DOCTORS FEARED THAT LOSS OF 

FORMERLY treated with salves, scalpels and sandpaper, acne-scarred 
patients who have had the planing treatment arc almost unani- 
mous in their praise. 

The skin is smoothed down painlessly with a steel wire brush the 
size of a dime. Called a planer, the whirring instrument spins over the 
face at 15-20,000 revolutions per minute to cut out the blotches and 
lesions. A diamond abrasive wheel is used to smooth out the crevices. 
Overall bleeding occurs, but stops as soon as the operation is com- 
pleted. 

Contrary to popular medical belief, pigmentation (skin coloring) is 
not the toughest problem skin doctors must face in planing Negro 
patients, says Dr. Pierce. Because Negro skin contains an abundance 
of pigment, dermatologists feared that depigmentation would often 
occur in their clients, leaving tliem lighter tiian before surgery. Dr. 
Pierce soon found that "repigmentation occurs as early as the second 
or third week though in some cases it may not be complete for as long 
as four to six months," and points out that hyperpigmentation— too 
much color in the skin— is more of a problem in light skinned Negroes

and whites than depigmentation among those with darker skins. 

Light complexioned patients are advised to stay out of the sun to 
keep the planed areas from becoming temporarily darker in color than 
the unplaned areas. In some cases, bleaching agents have been used 
when pigmentation returned too heavily. 

Dermabrasion can also be used to remove the wrinkles of old age 
and many women will welcome it as another field in cosmetic surgery 
that will aid them in retaining a youthful appearance. 

Many psychiatrists find that unattractive skin conditions caused by 
acne and other scars often cause their patients to be nervous, ill at 
ease and even unwilling to appear at social events. They ad\ ise cos- 
metic surgery which not only improves the patient's physical appear- 
ance but often works wonders with his personality. 

The success of surgical planing, says Dr. Pierce, lies not only in the 
final condition of the skin but in the attitude of the patient. According 
to Dr. Pierce, bad skin victims must realize that the purpose of facial 
surgery is not to create handsome men or beautiful women, but to pro- 
duce "healthier looking persons" with "healthier personalities."

Annual convention returns to city of founding 

POURING into Mobik-, Ala., from the principal centers of Catholicism 
amonji Negroes in the U. S., some 600 delegates and visitors jammed 
private homes, crowded sometimes si.\ to a room in public accommoda- 
tions, worshipped, fraternized, met in business sessions and sweltered 
tlieir way tliroiigh five days of 90-degrce heat to celebrate the 50th 
anniversary of the Knights of Peter Claver. 

Returning to the place of their founding in 1909, the organization 
had grown from its seven original members (three laymen and four 
priests) to 120 Councils of Knights and 110 Courts of Ladies em- 
bracing more than 13,000 members in 18 states. 

With their assets totaling $994,7;38..34, the Knights, Ladies, and 
young peoples' organizations conld point to a satisfactory fulfillment of 
tlie original aim of the founders to: "afford financial aid to members 
and dependents, and comfort to sick and disabled associates" through 
a mutual insurance and more recently added Mortgage Loan Depart- 
ment ( the latter serving members in Louisiana only ) has about S175.000 
in loans outstanding. Employing a full-time secretary since 1948, with 
an office staffed by si.\ full-time employes, and owners of a $25,000 
camp, the Knights could well look back on their first half-century as a 
period of progress from a start financed with a gift of $100.

DESPITE its sound financial condition, however, the Knights of 
Peter Claver is not without its problems. Since its insmance plan is 
not commercially competiti\ e, with adults paying about $1.2.5 a week 
for a ma.ximuin of $1,000 and a miniimnn of $350, the organization de- 
pends on its fraternal and social programs to bind the members 
together. Of only 60().()(K) Negro Catholics (about three per cent of 
the colored population ) a scant two per cent are Claverites. But since it 
is not a money-making organization, the K.P.C;. discounts the financi.il 
disabilities resulting from small membership. It prefers to focns atten- 
tion on wliat Ghana's Bishop Jtiseph O. Bowers calletl the "golden 
chord" of spiritvial life binding the members together in the name of 
St. Peter Cla\cr, a Spaniard who baptized more than 300,(XX) sla\cs on 
their way to the Americas, and dedicated his life as "the ser\ant of the 
Negro fore\er." 

Eyeing more members, however, the 1959 convention resohed to 
hold future meetings where there are no CA)imcils or Coints. Al the 
windup of business, the Knights and Ladies had dispensed more than 
$7,000 in charities, inclutling contributions to the NAACP and the Na- 
tional Urban League, and, with Louisiana among states disfranchising 
Negroes, voted to form registration and voter connnittees within all 
Councils, with reports scheduled for 1960.

NCNW TAKES 'STUDY' TOUR OF EUROPE 

Trip gives 96 chance to meet foreign women 

LOGGING more than 10,000 miles through 75 cities and 50 provincial 
towns, 96 members of the National Council of Negro Women 
joined thousands of Americans this summer in the favorite pastime of 
seeing how other people of the world live. But there was a uniqueness 
in their purpose. On a circuit which began and ended in New York, 
and took them through Scotland, England, the Netherlands, Belgium, 
Germany, Switzerland, Liechtenstein, Austria, Italy, Monaco, France, 
Ireland and Newfoundland, their prime objective was to meet and 
exchange ideas with counterparts of the traveling council members. 

Assembled from 16 states, coast to coast, the group included repre- 
sentatives of 29 occupations, and several family units. There were 
two sisters, a father and daughter, father, mother and daughter, two 
husbands with their wives, three aunts with nieces, two grandmothers 
who saw their German-born grandchild for the first time, and two 
mothers-in-law who made the trip so their newly-wed son and daugh' 
ter might become adjusted to married life without "interference." 

The group flew the Atlantic ocean in a chartered BOAC strato- 
cruiser, with the overflow aboard a Dutch KLM plane. They traveled 
across Europe in two Blue Cars of London Motorcades. For 90 of the 
96 this was a first trip. Since the tour was made with the blessings of 
the State Department, its official welcome in foreign cities made front- 
page news, and the high level of social functions was set by Her 
Majesty, Elisabeth, Queen of Belgium, who was hostess at a garden 
party on the royal estate at Laeken. 

The National Council of Negro Women is an affiliate of the Inter- 
national Coimcil of Women with headquarters in Paris, and although 
the group arrived in Europe during the general holiday month of 
August, special meetings were called in Amsterdam, Brussels, Bonn, 
Heidelberg and Paris to give women of those cities an opportunity to 
meet the Americans. A standard question everywhere was "what is the 
most pressing problem affecting women?" The answer— "housing."

'PEOPLE TO-PEOPLE' TRIP WAS 
IMPRESSIVE TO EUROPEANS 

FORM.\LLY recognized by city officials in Amsterdam, Heidelberg 
and Home, the members of the National Council of Negro Women 
were royally entertained throughout Europe. Even the arrival of 
President Eisenhower, to whom tour members sent a telegram of wel- 
come, then assembled to hear him speak, did not prevent the American 
Embassy in Paris from playing host to the Coinicil. .As the largest 
people-to-people experiment for a Negro group, the 96 made an im- 
pressive impact on Europe. Declared a member of the Belgium Wom- 
en's Coimcil: "This group quashes the idea abroad that only excep- 
tional Negroes like Marian Anderson and Dr. Ralph Bunche travel as 
spokesmen for American Negroes." 

It was not an all-serious tour, however. Some women tried their 
luck in the Grand Casino of Monte Carlo. All indulged in shopping 
sprees, buying lace in Bnissels, silk in Lyon, perfume in Grasse, cheese 
in Broek, diamonds in Amsterdam. Sponsored by the Washington 
branch of the National Council, the 32-day, all-inclusive air and motor- 
coach tour cost S689. However, including extras such as special din- 
ners, amusement tickets, tips, most spent about $1,000 per person.

"Oh, I'm 
sure lie docs. " The child, not to be outdone, countered with: "My 
daddy doesn't wear shorts, he wears long underwear." 

Hefleeting upon the change in children from the lean 20s and 30s 
to the lush, tense -lOs and 50s, the child specialist says, "In the 20s 
and 30s children led a more simple life, not so sophisticated, generally 
less aggressive. They wanted less, and at three were less inclined to 
act like a five-year-old."

They are highly sophisti- 
cated, and eager lor a lot of things, a nmnher of experiences. They 
are much more aggressi\e and in many instances act like seven-year- 
olds." 

Mrs. Cockrell and her staff stress individual growth and develop- 
ment. "Before a child comes to nursery school," Mrs. Cockrell says, 
"we hold perioilic conferences with the parents. We find out his 
pre-natal history, his eating and sleeping habits, his emotional back- 
ground and that of his parents. This helps us to treat each child as 
an indix idual." 

The program of the Garden .\partments Nin sery School and Kinder- 
garten changes as the personalities of its students change. This is the 
.secret of the success of the school and Mrs. Cockrell. She says: "Chil- 
dren and adults, too, for that matter, need to dev elop that inner light. 
Tliey cannot allow themseUes to become fixed in their ways. Tlie 
key to maturity is the ability to adjust to changing circumstances 
without becoming disturbed in the process."

CLUMSY TEEN-AGE TAP DANCER 



STEEL-MUSCLED, elegantly-slim Arthur Mitchell lives for ballet 
and conditions himself constantly for the physically-demanding 
life of a ballet dancer. He would literally rather dance than eat, though 
when he engages in the latter acti\ ity, like most dancers, he eats hugely. 
He weighs 150 pounds and is fl\c feet nine-and-a-half inches tall. 
When he takes a solo at center stage he mo\es with electrifying grace 
and ease. 

It is hard for sophisticated dance audiences watching Mitchell move 
his superbly-disciplined body to understand that he began his dancing 
career as a clumsy teen-age tap dancer. He studied tap dancing 
for two years, later auditioned and was accepted by New York's High 
School of Performing .\rts, where he appeared in school concerts and 
with outside groups in modem dance recitals. In his senior year, he 
won a minor part in a Paris production of the controversial opera, 
Four Saints In Three Acts. He returned from a leave of absence in 
time to graduate and receive the school's Dance Award for that year. 

After high school, Mitchell started serious dance training at the 
School of American Ballet in New York. The invitation to jom the 
New York City Ballet company came while he was touring Europe 
with the John Butler Dance Group. Though assigned originally to the 
company's corps dc ballet Mitchell received a surprising break when 
he was given a lead dance role in the ballet Western Symphony as 
substitute for Jactjues d'Amboise, who had gone to Hollywood for a 
film job. It was an unusual debut for a freshman ballet performer, but 
Mitchell handled it with poise and coolness.

SIX WAYS TO STOP NEGRO CRIME 



BEFORE inkwells and typewriters arc hurled toward the editorial 
room, let iis hasten to explain that there is no siieh thing as "Negro 
crime," per sc. The term as used here applies to crimes committed by 
Negroes. And Negroes do commit crimes. 

Because the subject is politically explosive, white people have until 
now been afraid to talk out loud about it. Because the subject is 
emotion-charged, Negroes are still reluctant to admit it exists. So the 
number of crimes committed by Negroes grew unchecked imtil they 
boiled over the rims of black ghettos and spread to white communities, 
creating new racial tensions, triggering riots and juvenile gang wars. 

So far, no effective method has been found to stop our alarming 
growth of lawlessness, either black or white, adult or juvenile. Crime 
cripples all groups, but still in the process of proving himself, mis- 
behavior is hitting the Negro where it hurts most— in his fight for de- 
segregation. For what it is worth, Ebony suggests the following six 
ways to stop Negro crime. 

1. Recognize Its Existence 

THE number of Negro crimes, even allowing for exaggeration and 
misinterpretation, is disproportionately high. Moreover, it is still 
increasing. Admit this and the problem is already on the road to 
solution. Like cancer and psychoanalysis, the initial and most difficult 
step is facing up to the facts. 

2. Understand What It Is 

HAVING admitted the existence and extent of crime among Negroes, 
the facts behind the figures should be examined if the problem 
is to be fully understood and dealt with intelligently. 

Criminologists say crime is environmental, not hereditary. The Ne- 
gro is no more "inherently criminal" than the white man. Probably 
less so. Crime rates in Africa are actually lower than in Europe and 
Asia where cruelty did not begin with the lion pits of Rome nor crime 
end at the ovens of Buchenwald. 

Between 1630 and 1783, early Mayflowers brought more prisoners 
than Pilgrims to Virginia shores. Pioneer America had its outlaws and 
rural America, its still feuding mountaineers. Sophisticated America 
has its crime syndicates, labor racketeers, expense account prostitutes. 

Yesterday's high crime rate haunted European immigrants such as 
the Irish, Italians, and Poles. Today it is the Negro migrant; tomor- 
row the Puerto Rican or some other new minority. 

Recent figures credit the 10 per cent of the population that is Negro 
with 30 per cent of the arrests. Arrests only imply guilt. For every 
crime committed by a Negro, dozens of "suspicious" black men are 
hauled off to jail. Hence, the Negro is more often apprehended, more 
readily booked and more frequently convicted than the man who is 
white, knowledgeable about his rights, able to pay his way to freedom. 

Still on the record books and seldom retracted in the news, are 
crimes improperly identified as Negro and arrests made in error. 
Examples: The Washington, D. C. muggers of Mark Ethridge, Louis- 
ville Courier Journal publisher, who were widely publicized as Negro, 
and two Toledo girls who later confessed that their stories of Negro 
rapists were fabrications. 

Fewer Negroes can afford private treatment for venereal disease 
or abortions to prevent illegitimate births. Because only a few private 
institutions accept them, many homeless youngsters are placed in 
reform schools, the aged and mentally disturbed in jail. The dope 
addicts and pushers most often caught are Negro. The men who control 
the multi-million dollar racket are not. And the South has a special 
set of "segregation crimes" for the non-white. 

3. Assume Responsibility 

NEGRO crime is the price white society is paying for racial dis- 
crimination. It would seem, then, that the responsibility for stop- 
ping it, rests with white society. Some, like the New York hospital 



that formed a youth's club (see picture on opposite page and story on 
page 57). have assumed the obligation. 

The law-abiding Negro majority, however, must do its part, if only 
in self defense. Confined to the same slums by the same badge of 
color, it is the double victim of Negro crime: \iolence to person and 
property and harm to its fight for equality. Unfortunately, the crime 
rate is used more often to "prove" the Negro's failure to adjust to the 
standards of white society than to show how miserably white society 
has failed him. 

The first responsibility, of course, is the home, where the child 
should be taught reverence for God, obedience to his ciders and 
regard for the rights of others. When the home disintegrates, street 
gangs substitute as family. In communities where family ties are 
weak and churches ineffective, morality sinks. Crime soars. 

4. Demand Equal Opportunity 

IF Negroes are to assume a share of the responsibility for reducing 
■ their high rate of crime, they must demand equality of opportunity 
and an end to a bi-racial standard of li\'iug. They must serve notice 
on their City Fathers to clean up the Negro community— if, indeed, 
there must be one. They must demand equal transportation, health and 
sanitation services, housing, home financing, jobs, schools, teachers 
and recreational facilities. 

They must demand that hospitals be opened to all patients and 
doctors, sufficient traffic signals and street lights installed, rat abate- 
ment programs launched to protect their babies. 

Above all, they must demand elimination of the double standard 
in crime by demanding the same protection as whites and applying 
the same definitions and penalties to offenses committed within the 
Negro community that apply when white victims are involved. In 
Alabama, for instance, only a Negro is given the death penalty for 
robbery. This year the South sentenced its first white man to the 
chair for raping a Negro woman, but no white man yet has paid 
with his life. 

5. Restore Law And Order 

BEFORE crime can be driven out of a community, respect for law 
and order must be restored. As long as Southern congressmen 
loudly defy the U. S. Constitution, Southern governors boastingly 
disobey court orders, and lynchers go scot free, respect comes hard. 

Because so many white policemen persecute rather than protect 
him, the average Negro regards them as his enemy. They are "white 
men with clubs." Crowds in New York, Detroit and St. Louis that 
recently roughed up white cops, did so more in protest against police 
brutality than interference with the due process of law. Stop these men 
from "beating heads" and manhandling women, from arresting couples 
simply because they are interracial— or seem to be— and Negroes will 
have more respect for law and order. 

6. Be A Fulltime Citizen 

ADMIT the problem of Negro crime, assume responsibility for cor- 
recting it by demanding equality of opportmiity and the return 
of law and order, and much will be done toward lowering the rate. 
But the job does not end there. 

To keep crime down, the fight for civil rights must be stepped up. 
Every time a GI is abused because of his color, Negro civilian anger 
is aroused. Every outbreak of white violence down South has reper- 
cussions in Negro crime up North. 

So the fulltime Negro citizen has a two-way battle to wage: one for 
his rights, the other against his wrongs. He can afford to neglect 
neither one, if he would be accepted by the society which rejects him. 

The man who follows a life of crime because he feels that he has 
nothing to lose, must be given something to live for. He, too, is entitled 
to share in the Great American Dream.

Up went 
tlie black column, like a great magic funnel, widening as it rose, until 
it covered the whole sky, and was carried 
away and dissipated on the air currents . . ." 

Written 80 or 90 years from the date this 
account actually appeared in print, it might 
have been the story of the holocaust wrought 
upon the U. S. fleet at Pearl Harbor in 1941 
by the Japanese, or an eyewitness view of an 
underwater atomic explosion in the Pacific 
Ocean. It was neither. The account is ex- 
tracted from a front-page story in the Philadel- 
phia Press, Friday, December 30, 1864. It was 
war time, and Thomas Morris Chester, a Negro 
reporter, was covering the bombardment and 
attack on Fort Fisher, near Wilmington, N. C. 

Elsewhere on the front page, Wm. S., and 
Alfred Martien were ad\ertising a new United 
States Coast Survey Map of Eastern Georgia 
and South Carolina "showing the movements 
of General Sherman from Atlanta to Savan- 
nah." In a single paragraph. General Sherman 
answered a request for permission to estab- 
lish a newspaper in Atlanta by noting: "the 
present is not a suitable time for printing 
newspapers in Atlanta; therefore the permis- 
sion you ask is hereby refused. I have more 
applications from men who want to publish 
newspapers tlian I have from those who want 
to fight."

Other news accounts of the day noted the refusal of the Queen of 
Spain to accept a newly formed cabinet, the arrival and departure of 
sailing vessels, and the rescue of three British seamen from the wreck 
of the Bark Burnside. But the principal story was war, under a 12-deck 
headline Explosion of the monster torpedo. Fort Fisher bombarded by 
the fleet and attacked by the land forces. The 
rebel flag torn from the parapet. Brilliant con- 
duct of the colored troops . . . Wilmington 
reinforced by General Lee . . ." 

Four months later, when the Confederate 
capital of Richmond, Virginia, fell, one of the 
first reporters to enter the city was Chester, 
the free-bom son of a runaway slave. Striding 
into the Capital building after gathering his 
stories, the tall, muscular Negro made his way 
to the empty halls of the Confederate Senate, 
sat at the desk of Jefferson Davis, President 
of the Confederacy, and proceeded to write his 
description of the fall of Richmond. "Seated 
in the Speaker's chair, so long dedicated to 
treason, but in the future to be consecrated to 
loyalty," he began, "I haste to give a rapid 
sketch of the incidents which have occurred 
since my last dispatch." 

To his readers he was known as "Rollin," 
the nom de plume under which his first by- 
lined story, "Affairs Among the Colored 
Troops", was written when the Union army 
was camped before Petersburg, Virginia, in 
August, 1864. 

One of the first Negro war correspondents, 
Chester was to go on to further fame as a 
diplomat and statesman. 
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Commanding generals, August Kautz ( I. ) and Godfrey VVeitzel had charge of Union 
Ariuy troops to which Chester was assigned, were among first to use Negroes in com- 
bat. Men under their command were first to enter fallen city of Riclunond in 1865. 



MOTHER OF WAR REPORTER 

BORN IN Harrisburg, Pa., in 1834, Chester was the son of a mulatto 
mother who was bom in slavery to a prominent Baltimore family, 
later escaped to York, Pa., at the age of 17, where she met George 
Chester who persuaded her to come to Harrisburg and marry him. 
There, the Chesters operated a restaurant which was the favorite eating 
place of some of the city's most outstanding citizens. Their catering 
services were demanded for the most important social events. But the 
jjeacefiil looking home and restaurant at 305 Chestnut street liad many 
guests who were unable to pay for tiieir lodgings. It was the head- 
quarters of the underground Railway in that section of Pennsylvania, 
and many escaped slaves spent their first free nights under the Chesters' 
roof before continuing their flight north. 

As a boy, Thomas attended the preparatory department of Avery 
College at Allegheny City, now incorporated with Pittsburgh, and two 
years later was sent to the Alexandria liigh school in Monrovia, Liberia. 
After a year in the West African city, he returned to America and en- 
rolled in the junior class of Thetford Academy, in Vermont— a school 
which prepared yoinig men for the teaching profession and college— 
and was graduated with second highest honors in 1856. 

In 1857, he returned to Liberia and was appointed superintendent 
of an organization which was formed to teach civilized customs to 
Africans liberated from American slave vessels. He edited and pub- 
lished the Star of Liberia, and served as the New York Herald's cor- 
respondent in that part of the world. 

The firing on Fort Sumter brought him home again, this time to 
serve on a recruiting committee for Massachusetts, which was at- 
tempting to recruit Negro soldiers. With Frederick Douglass, and 
others, he traveled as far west as St. Louis in search of colored vol- 
unteers, and soon, enough men had been mustered to organize the 
later famous 54th and 55th Massachusetts Volunteer Infantry Regi- 
ments. Chester, himself, would not join the service after learning 
Negroes could not advance past the rank of sergeant. Later, he learned

shorthand, came to the attention of the editor and publisher of the 
Press as a result of his accounts of an AME General Conference in 
Philadelphia, and was asked to go to the front as a special corres- 
pondent. 

Chester's first assignment was to the Army of the James, a part of 
Major General Benjamin F. (Beast of New Orleans) Butler's Depart- 
ment of Virginia and North Carolina. With the troops tlrawn up near 
City Point, Virginia, he saw the action which he recorded in his first 
dispatch, an adjective-filled account in the prosaic language of the 
period. 

"My eyes." he said, "were attracted by a huge volume of smoke, 
through the center of which, like the flames from the center of a vol- 
cano, a terrible blaze ascended, intermingled with dark objects thrown 
in every direction. Then followed a tremendous report, and a spherical 
body of smoke which seemingly curled up to the cloud.s— all present- 
ing a spectacle of more than ordinary grandeur. Then came towards 
me thou.sands of civilians and soldiers, rushing from a terrible danger, 
which on account of its mystery, seemed to quicken their speed and 
their fear." 

When he arrived at the scene of the blast. Chester learned that an 
ammunition boat had suddenly disintegrated, killing 38 newly-freed 
Negroes instantly and wounding 86 others. TwcKe soldiers and three 
civilians were among the dead. There were, he noted, "fragments of 
humanity .scattered around in the vicinity of the tragedy in frightful 
profusion, and sorrow depicted in every countenance that gazed upon 
the ruins." 

Many of his dispatches seemed designed to refute the contention 
that ex-sla\es. when faced by their former masters armed with mus- 
kets and bayonets, would drop their arms and make a general stam- 
pede from the field. And after watching the "smoked Yankees" in the 
field for two months, Chester predicted that bravery would win the 
Third Division an important position in the final assault on Uichmond.

CHESTER CHARGED NEGRO 
HEROES WERE NEGLECTED 

THOMAS CHESTER had not been with the Army long before he 
' charged some of his fellow correspondents with biased reporting. 
"It is a source of complaint," he said, "that the colored soldiers and their 
officers have not received their mead of praise. , , , With a view of per- 
forming an act of justice, as well as merited tribute to the lamented 
dead," he wrote, "I now place on record the gallant charge of the 2nd 
Brigade, under Colonel A, G, Draper, which handsomely carried the 
enemy's works, making a passage to the very gates of the rebel strong- 
hold," 

After two regiments of colored troops were repulsed during an at- 
tack on the rebels, Chester reported, the 2nd Brigade advanced without 
support through intense and accurate enemy fire. But the soldiers did 
not retreat. Amid a shower of bullets. Colonel Draper urged the bri- 
gade forward. When a Confederate officer leaped on a parapet and 
shouted, "give it to them my brave boys," a Private Gardiner of Co. I, 
36th Regiment, ran in advance of the column, shot the rebel officer, and 
ran his bayonet through him up to the muzzle. After a vain attempt 
to hold the line, the Confederate soldiers retrieved the body of their 
officer and retreated,

sister. His mother, Jaiiic Maria ( r. ) , played host after Civil War to many sootherners 
who remembered her work among Confederate prisoners detained in Harrisburg. 

WAR REPORTER SAW SOUTH 
AS BEST FOR THE NEGRO 

P OR THREE years, Chester followed the progress of the war, and 
' after peace was restored between the states, he sailed, in 1867, to 
Europe on a mission for the Garnet League, an organization of colored 
men whose object was the elevation of the freeilmen. While in Eng- 
land, he enrolled in the Middle Temple, one of the Inns of Court, and 
after graduation became the first Negro barrister admitted to practice 
before the English cotirts. 

While in the British Isles, Chester was appointed aide-de-camp to 
President Payne of Liberia, given the rank of major, and entrusted with 
diplomatic missions to Belgium and Russia. When he arrived in St. 
Petersburg, the American Minister, Cassius M. Clay, who before the 
war was an outspoken .southern abolitionist, decided with other Amer- 
icans who were pre.sent in Russia for business purposes to present the 
Pennsylvanian to the Russian court as a representative of the colored 
race in America. A few days later, Chester was invited by Emperor 
Alexander to accompany him on a grand review of his 45,000-man body- 
guard. He was introduced to tlie Courts of Denmark, Sweden and Eng- 
land, met the famous French author, Alexander Dumas, and dined with 
him at a banquet given by the literary men of Paris at Wrsailles. 

Returning to America in 1871, and moving to New Orleans, Chester 
was admitted to the bar where he served as the defense cotmsel for 
eight colored and white men and women charged with murder. He 
won acquittals for all of them. The hard-driving, reporter-lawyer was 
given the rank of Brigadier General and placed in coiuinaiid of the First 
Brigade of the I^ouisiana Militia. Two years later he was appointed 
District Superintendent of white and colored schools in thirteen par- 
ishes and subsequently appointed United States Comnn'ssioner for Lou- 
isiana. 

.As a special assistant to the United States Attorney in the Eastern 
District of Texas, Chester went to that state in 188.3 to investigate and 
aid in the prosecution of persons charged with violating the civil rights 
of Negroes. In 1S81 he became the first Negro admitted to practice 
before the Pennsylvania Supreme Court. Just eighteen days before his 
death by heart attack, at the age of 58. he was interviewed by a re- 
porter from the Harrisburg Patriot. And despite his many violent expe- 
riences in that region, made an observation on the South which has 
been repeated through the years. 

Said Chester: "It is in the South, not in the North, where the triumph 
of Negro manhood and prosperity under all the material elements of 
life will be successful. The whites are selling the Negro land, and he is 
buying it m large quantities, getting a foothold that will make hiin a 
power. The whites seem to be proud of whatever success he ( the Ne- 
gro) attains outside of the political arena. . ." 

No monument marks the last resting place of the American who 
came to the aid of his coi'ntry during a crucial hour, and though he 
made out.standing contributions to the fields of journalism, education, 
jurisprudence, and human relations, his bt)dy now lies neglected in 
the family plot in Harrisburg's Lincoln cemetery.

27, who works in 
the auditing department of Union Carbide 
Corporation, and Norma Jean, a 23-year- 
old, West Indies-born, New York nurse, 
were married for true at the U. S. Embassy 
in Moscow. The bridesmaid: white U. S.

Blonde keeps blues alive 



As THE rich wliite spotlight sweeps over the 
face with the fri sli-scnibbetl look, the girl 
seems startliiigly blonde, especially when that 
powerful, dusky alto \oice begins to moan of 
trouble, two-timing men and freedom. She is 
singing the blues— just as Bessie Smith sung 
them, and Mama Yancey and Lizzie Miles and 
Ma Rainey. But, she is white. 

Barbara Dane, at 32, is with stubborn deter- 
mination, enthusiasm and a basic love for the 
underdog making a name for herself in a realm 
of the entertainment world once thought to be 



the exclusive property of the Negro Race. 
Furthermore, she is being aided and abetted 
by some of the oldest names in jazz, who 
helped give birth to the blues, nurtured them, 
then sadly watched them fade away in good 
times when nobody any longer cared to hear 
the plaintive wail of a down-hearted frail, or 
the mournful plight of a man gone cold in 
hand. 

Through this pale-faced young lady, a lot of 
dark-skinned people hope to keep the blues 
alive and tlie royalties flowing. 
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JammlnE with musicians in a Chicago tavern, Barbara Dane takes advantage of opportunity to learn new material. She often enters small clubs unannounced, ends up singing. 



BLONDE BELTER SLIPS WRY PHILOSOPHY IN WITH THE BLUES 




Discussing the relationship between religious songs and the blues, gospel singer Clara 
Ward and Barbara chat backstage at a two-part music festival in Highland Park, 
111. Barbara was only white performer appearing on otherwise all-Negro show. 
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ONSTAGE, Barbara Dane is not content to ju.st sing the bhies. She 
feels that her audience is entitled to a Httle more; perhaps a bit of 
historical data, or some wry philosophy. Thus, after slie has announced 
what she is there for by cuttinj; loose with siicli blues samplings as 
Oh Papa, How Long, Why Don't You Do Right and a few others with 
that simple, direct power of hers, she may then introduce one like I'm 
On My Way— a song of freedom from the days of Harriet Tubman. 
"This was sung at a time," she tells her listeners, "when, believe it or 
not, it was legal for one person to actually own another human 
being. Boy, you think people are sick now!" 

At another point in her program, she may discuss the blues as a 
blending of the old European chordal structure or formal music and 
the rhythms of .'Africa, ending her brief discourse with the observation: 
"So you see, music has been integrated longer than people." 

Such comments do not always endear her to club managements, such 
as the exclusive Dallas, Te.xas, gin mill which refused to accept any 
act from her booking agent for three months after Barbara played the 
scene. She also lost a chance to break in big in Las Vegas with her own 
complete outfit because she wanted to use some Negro musicians, 
whom she felt were better suited to backing her in the sort of work she 
does. Barbara did not compromise and did not get the job. 

But then, her career is studded with such complications. WTien peo- 
ple hear her without seeing her, they usually think she's a Negro. Even 
after hearing her and seeing her, a few of the more intrepid types 
venture to ask if she is stire she does not ha\ e her miser's dram of Negro 
blood. Her stock reply is: "Well, none of us can be too sure!" 

The truth of the matter is, Detroit-born Barbara's parents come from 
Arkansas, which has been the family home "for a couple of hundred 
years." Her great, great great grandfather was the first white missionary 
to invade the territory on horseback to bring Christianity to the Indians. 
"I figure for anybody who's been in the South that many years, there's 
no telling what's on the family tree."

'BARBARA FEELS SINCERITY 
,BRINGS NEGRO ACCEPTANCE 

B.\RBAHA D.-XNE, who since 1956 has drawn the attention of such 
eminent Negro musicians as Earl (Fatha) Hines (he made Liv- 
ing The Blues with her, on Dot label ) and Louis ( Satchmo ) Armstrong 
( he describes her as "a gasser" and wanted her for a vocalist on his last 
European tour), has definite ideas about the material she sings. "I was 
very timid about approaching the blues," she e.\plains. "I had great 
respect for the material, and I'd be darned if I wanted to try to sing it,, 
without being able to do justice to it." 

She believes that a true blues singer must understand the origins of 
the blues, the people who invented the form of expression and what the 
sociological and environmental factors were that made the music what 
it is. She is also very concerned about her own acceptance in the 
medium by a group she describes as "today's sophisticated, knowledge- 
able young Negro." Says she: "If there is a moment of doubt or in- 
sincerity in my own mind, it will show. It'll be pounced on and 
criticized." 

There is another reason for Barbara and the blues. "Just to get up 
atid sing and make beautiful sounds as sort of an abstract expression 
doesn't really mean so terribly much." she explains. "But if you can 
also, in some way, send your audience out feeling a little closer to 
each other as hinnan beings, then you've done something. Then you 
can sleep nights. You can say, 'I'm a positive member of society.' "

JIM BROWN, GENTLEMAN lUGGERNAUT 

Modest Cleveland fullback is maturing into game's greatest pro Mi^^

HE CAN run, block, pass, catch, defend and kick. He has inexhaust- 
ible stamina, fantastic durability, beautiful coordination . . . 
(and) when he gets through the traffic jam at the line of scrimmage, 
he's like a smart, wild horse looking for open country . . . 

Tlie subject of these glowing testimonials is a soft-spoken, almost 
bashful fullback named James N. Brown, who at 23 seems destined to 
become one of the greatest professional football players of all time. 

As a senior at Syracuse University he was compared to both the 
Army's great "Mr. Outside," Glenn Davis, and its "Mr. Inside," Doc 
Blanchard. .'\s a pro, he has been ranketl abo\e the immortal Jim 
Thorpe and Ernie Nevers. The "Galloping Ghost." Harold (Hed) 
Grange has declared that "Brown is the greatest football jjlayer I've 
seen since Bronco Nagurski." .\nd though it was once said "the only 
way to stop Nagurski was to shoot him as he left the dressing room." 
a former opponent of "Bronco the Terrible" allows that Brown, "a 
230-poimd scat back ... a piledri\er with three speeds, is much 
more dangerous." 

Since joining the Cleveland Browns in 1957, Jim has gained 2,469 
yards, more than half the 4,712 yards rolled up in sexen seasons by 
the venerable Marion Motley. His 34 carries against the CHiicago 
Cardinals in 1938 set a new team high. His 1,527 \'ards from scrim- 
mage last year was a new pro record, and his IS touchdowns tied him 
with teammate I. on (The Toe) Groza. and Ste\e Van Buren of the 
Philadelphia Eagles at a season high lOS points. 

But for his burning desire to play football. Brown might well ha\e 
been a professional bo.xer for a Syracuse promoter, a pitcher on the 
roster of the New York Yankees, a first baseman for the Cleveland 
Indians, or a basketball .star for the Syracuse ( N.Y. ) Nationals. No less 
an authority than Yankee manager Casey Stengel has said "he would be 
worth spending a lot of time and money on. He's one of those natural 
athletes who come along c\ery 10 years or so and excel in anything 
they put their mind to." 

Cle\eland Indians general manager Frank Lane offered Brown a 
tryout, noting that "he was a fine first base prospect before concen- 
trating on football," and protesting that his offer to the star fullback 
was no publicit\- stiuit. .\s a matter of fact, at Syracuse Brown pitched 
two no-hitters, and in ROTC camp reportedly "hit a ball so far they 
ha\en't found it vet." 

.At basketball, Jim was a consistent dotdjle figure scorer, netting 33 
points in his high game at Syracuse. .\t track, he once took first place 
in six e\ ents. .\nd in lacrosse, he was .■Ml-.Vmerican. 

Though his records would seem 
to speak for themseKes, there is 
much more to Jim Brown tlian his 
high ranking on the score sheets 
of the statisticians. He is first of 
all a sensitive human being, a 
youngster to whom records are 
less important than his own 
seriously-considered future, and 
whose natural athletic prowess 
and the attendant fame it has 
brought finds him disturbingly 
humble. He is a lightning fast, 
bone-crushing enigma— a quiet 
question mark in a sports world 
usually characterized by the volu- 
bility of its practitioners. Some 
say his childhood background is 
the cause of it all. 

The official Cleveland Browns 
handbook sa>s that their star full-

back was bom in Manhasset, Long Island. The 
Saturday Evening Post gave his birthplace as a 
"Negro cabin in Georgia." According to Jim, 
the Post was only partly correct. He was bom 
in Georgia, on St. Simon's Island, in 19.36, "but 
it wasn't a cabin," he protests. "It was a 
four-bedroom home." where he was raised by 

his great-great grandmother. To his father, a high .school football 
phuer, and later a professional boxer ("I heard he quit because he got 
knocked out"), Jim credits his remarkable physique, and his natural 
athletic prowess. But it was his mother, with whom he li\ed in Manhas- 
set from the age of six when he saw his first football, whose eiuployment 
as a domestic in Great Neck, Long Island gave him the break he 
needed to de\ elop his talents. 

Despite a family poverty of sorts, Jim recalls, "I never had to work. 
I'd leave school with the other kids and get in a pick-\ip game of foot- 
ball (or basketball or baseball) and have all the time to play that I 
wanted. " Like most youngsters, he sometimes o\ersta\'ed his leave. 
Once he tore his good clothes and got a whipping for it. But there 
was never any barrier to his running out his energies in childhood 
sports, de\ eloping his latent strength, durability and elusiveness. He 
was good by the time he reached high school. 

By age 14. as a sophomore fullback on the Manhasset varsity, he set 
a school record by a\eraging 7.4 yards per carry. In his jum'or year, 
he switched to left lialfl)ack and averaged 15.1 yards per carry. In 
his senior year, though opponents concentrated their defenses on him, 
Jim Brown still averaged 14.9. earning his second consecutive all- 
scholastic ranking. Savs his coach, Edward Walsh: "He could have 
had many, many more yards and touchdowiis, but we were running 
up such big scores that I had to bench the first team early in many 
games. " Brown's senior exploits gained him the Thorjie .\ward as Long 
Island's most outstanding player, and a niche on the high school AU- 
American. 

In high school basketball, he averaged 38 points per game as a 
senior, set a single game scoring mark of 53. then broke it the following 
week with 55 points. He was all-scholastic cage star in his junior and 
senior years, and was all-scholastic at lacrosse as a sophomore and 
junior. In baseball, he alternated between first base and pitching. In 
track, he set a high school high jump record of 6 ft., 3 in. 

By the time he was ready tor college, he had picked up 13 \ arsity 
letters and had no less than 40 college scholarship offers. Going to 

Syracuse, which ga\e him no 
freshman scholarship, was another 
step in the molding of Brown 
into a quiet and withdrawn 
youngster. 

.Arriving on the "hill" with an 
impressive .scholastic record. Jim 
found himself curiously ostracized 
by the campus sports powers. His 
hometown "committee of 30 " back- 
ers who were financing his ed\ica- 
tion found their charge an unwel- 
come and inihappy boy, ready to 
quit school after his freshman 
year. Manv observers have since 
laid his trouble to his inability to 
break into the uniform of the 
Orange; others to his "natural 
withdrawal" resulting from being 
the product of a broken home and 
going to school with children of

Oik- iiieiiiber of tlie Syracusf coacliiiig staff has been quoted as 
saying that "Jimmy was more a \ ictim of the people who got him into 
Syracuse than he was of the coaches. Most of the time he didn't know 
it, but the coaches were getting their fill of the Jimmy Brown Marching 
and Chowder Society coining up here and soimding off every time 
thev didn't think their 1)0\' was being used properly." 

Brown, howev er, has another \ ersion of his dissatisfaction— the mem- 
ory of another Negro who we will call John Jones, whose reputation 
lingered on "the Hill." S. campus hero, triple-threat on the Orange 
squad before Jim arrived, Jones was a gravel-voiced showman and 
crowd pleaser who became the darling of campus and city, never 
wanted for money, dro\e a big car. wore classy clothes and was linked 
with a number of white girls. 

"When I got there." Brown says ([uieth'. "e\er\one was telling me 
not to be like him, watching for me to make the wrong move. It was 
like being in a sort of strait jacket. They made me walk the straight 
line. Even since I've been out," he admits, "the folks at Syracu.se have 
asked me to soft-pedal the real reason for my dissatisfaction." 

But Jimmy stuck it out. He had been accepted at lacrosse (his first 
lo\e). and on the promise of the recommendation of a scholarship as 
a .sophomore, lie returned, working as a .secoiul- and third-string de- 
fensive back during practice. 

In his first \arsity game, the season's opener against Villanova, he 
fumbled a low pitchout and was benched until Hu forced his use in 
a game against Illinois. Even though he played regularly thereafter. 
Coach Ben Schwartzvvalder (who reportedly would use his mother if 
it would help him win), declares that it was not until his junior year 
that "everything in Brown fell into place." 

Just how "in place" things were the record will attest. .\s a senior. 
Jim scored 106 points, can ied the ball 986 yards in eight games, was 
ranked third in the nation behind two men who each played ten 
games. When the Orange needed a decisive win to earn a bowl bid. 
Brown set a major college scoring record of 43 points on si.x touch- 
downs and seven conversions while rushing for 197 yards as Syracuse 
shattered Colgate 61-7. In the subsequent Cotton Bowl game against 
Texas Christian. Brown slashed up and downfield for 21 points, batter- 
ing his way time and again through the TCU line to pick up 132 yards, 
rank as game's most outstanding back in a losing 2S-27 cause. 

But the day they talk most about on "the hill" was Saturday, May 18, 
1957. Needed bv both the track and lacrosse teams, and with only two 
days practice. Brown suited up for track. By 2:10 he had won the 
high jump with 5 ft.. 8 in. By 2:45 he had scaled the discus 139 feet 
for another first. 3:05, while the lacrosse team was suiting up, Jim 
placed second in the javelin throw with 167 feet, scoring 13 points, 
the 72-59 margin the Orange needed over Colgate.

Rushing to the locker room with minutes to spare, Brown changed 
and joined the lacrosse team scoring one goal and getting credit for 
three assists as Syracuse beat Army 8-6 before a screaming crowd of 
7,500, the largest ever to see a lacrosse game at the University. Tlie 
Orange ended their season with a 10-0 record, and Brown, who played 
less than half the lime in a number of games, came, nevertheless, to 
within fi\e points of the school's individual season high of 48 points 
set by Stu Lindsay. 

On the way to earning All-American honors in lacrosse and football 
at Syracuse. Jim learned an important lesson about study. As a young- 
ster in high school, he admits, "I never paid nnich attention to the 
books. My mother used to get after me about it, but you know how 
kids are, all I was interested in was playing." He. incidentally, failed 
the Syracuse entrance exam, but on a plea to Chancellor William P. 
Tolley, was conditionally admitted. Once in. Brown had more respect 
for his scholastic endeavors. "After all," he says, "at best a man has 
only a few seasons of football in him. Once I was interested in coach- 
ing, but there are too many headaches in that, so I decided on business." 

Now in training as a marketing representative for Pepsi-Cola, Brown 
feels he has a firm start toward a future in the business world. During 
his last off season, he tra\'eled the countiy, learning marketing from 
the grass roots of the delivery truck to the plushness of the firm's 
executive offices. "I guess being who I am helps," he conceded in 
response to the specific question, "but the thing I like most about this 
work," he says, "is that it is not a 'Negro' job." 

Brown does, howev er, make some concessions to the matter of race. 
They begin with growing up in Manhasset as opposed to St. Simon's 
Island. "I was lucky," he declares, "to get to Manhasset when I did 
and have the benefit of good coaching in the fimdamcntals of sports 
while I was growing up. I couldn't have gotten that in Georgia." Once, 
at a Dillard University athletic banquet where he was principal speaker, 
Jim credited the Negro athlete with a major role in improving race 
relations. "Whether he likes it or not," he told the New Orleans audi- 
ence, "the Negro athlete represents his race in the public mind. We 
have been most fortunate generally in the kind of representation we 
have had." 

Since joining the pro ranks, Jim says, his contacts with southerners 
on the team have been good. Whate\ er ribbing he got at the hands of 
the Browns when he was a rookie was non-racial in nature. And the 
general public, holding him in some sort of awe, is almost deferential 
in its treatment of Brown. 

As a professional athlete, Jim has been spectacularly successful. In 
19.57, he won two Sporting News-Marlboro trophies, one as the leading 
rookie ground gainer with 942 yards rushing, or 4.7 per try, and the 
other as the leading ground gainer in the National Football League. 
Becoming an established star in his freshman season, he set a league 
rushing record of 237 yards in a game against the Los Angeles Rams, 
became the fourth player in a little over half a century to break the 200- 
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Checking performance «licn lie ^i>t scant 83 yards in loss to Detroit, Brown st-ls 
np ijrojcctor, "It doisn't matter how well people think I play," he says, "it's only 
when the coach and my teammates tell me Vvv done wi'U that I'm satisfied." 

yard game mark, and led the league in scoring for non-passers with 10 
touchdowns. Named Rookie Of The Year in the annual United Press 
poll, he placed first on 28 of tiie 32 ballots east by sports writers. 

As a sophomore, he was awarded the Jim Thorpe Trophy as the 
NFL's standout star for 19.5S. The landslide choice of opposing players, 
he was named on 75 per cent of all the ballots, got 138 first place \'otes, 
90 second place \otes. and 36 third place \()tcs. for 660 points, beating 
out Johnny Unitas, quarterback of the Baltimore Colts, who was second 
with 408 points. He won the scoring title with IS touchdowns, was 
named American .Athlete Of The Year by the Philadelphia Writers 
.\.ssociation. repeated as United Press International's Player Of The 
Year, and won the ground gaining title, eclipsing Steve \'an Buren's 
record of 1,146 yards while the season still had four weeks to go. 

Another award he recei\'ed in 1958 helps prove a contention that 
Brown is the best all-roimd athlete to come along since Jim Thorpe. 
Given a set of golf clubs by a Cleveland fan. Jim toiued a course with 
ex-Brown fullback Marion Motley, carding a 125. In three successive 
outings, he reduced his score until he was consistently beating Motley, 
who shoots in the 80's. In early .\ugust. he carded a four tinder par 77. 
He acknowledges that he "can hit a pretty long ball." and measures that 
distance by a 315-yard green he has dri\en from the tee. "A beginner 
doesn't keep up with the average length of his dri\x>s," he laughed, "but 
I've had se\ eral over 300 yards." 

While he likes golf, he prefers contact sports, and the rougher the 
better. "E\ery youngster." he says, "likes to test himself against other 
youngsters. It's a thing you sorta grow up with." He has been offered 
$25,000 to try boxing, but told a sportswriter "I don't like to hint 
people." On the other hand, he admits to some joy in knocking down 
opposing football players— but only if there is no other way to get 
the yardage. "You aren't out there playing the other guy, thinking that 
here's a big name and I'm going to knock him down, .\fter all. I'm not 
going to try to knock a guy down if I can get around him. Knocking 
him down might look good, but I might get thrown off stride. When I 
can lea\ e him standing there, then I'w really treated hiin worse than 
if I had run over him." 

Is there any sport at which he is not good? Between his freshman 
and sophomore years at Syracuse, while he was mulling over a decision 
to quit school, Jim was urged to enter the 1954 National Decathlon at 
.\tlantic City. N. J. Familiar with only the 1(X) meters, discus and high 
jump, he coached himself in the 400 meters. 1..500 tueters, 110-yard 
high hurdles, javelin, shot put, pole \ault and broad jiunp, and placed 
tenth in a field of 23, scoring 5,029 points in the grueling test of skill 
and endurance at which first entrants usually score no inore than 
4.(K)0 points. 

The following year, he placed fifth with 5,563 points, but declared "it 
wouldn't have been fair" to try for the Olympic 1956 squad. "I was 
in Syracuse on a football scholarship," he explained, "and the Olympics 
wotild have cut into the time I was committed to give to football." 

As for his worst sport, "it's swimming," he says. "I never had lessons.

We used to go to a pond in a Georgia park, jump off into the middle, 
and come up in a standing position, Tlien I learned to dog paddle, then 
to swim. I can do pretty well. I don't guess I'll drown," he laughed. 

For all the many subjects on which he could talk with authority, 
practically the only thing on which Jim Brown will volunteer informa- 
tion is the subject of being a member of the Cleveland Browns team. 
"When I first came up here," he says referring to joining the squad for 
spring training at Hiram, Ohio, following the All-Star game, "I thought 
'Big Mo' ( Ed Modzelcwski ) would be unhappy about my trying to 
take his job. I felt sort of bad about that myself. But Ed taught me 
everything he knew, helped me all he could e\ en though it might have 
meant I'd be playing instead of him. That's what I call team spirit." 

There is one other subject on which he is vocal, and that is his 
biggest thrill in a career marked by many record-shattering perform- 
ances. "You know," he says thoughtfully, "most fans think that a play- 
er's greatest thrill is the old thing about being fourth down and 
goal to go, one touchdown behind in the closing seconds of the game, 
and going over to score. A lot of the newspapers get it all wrong 
too. Some sportswriters think that getting off for long runs is the 
player's greatest experience. Well, all that is nice. But my biggest thrill 
was a 48-yard touchdown run in a pre-season game that helped me 
make the Browns. Man, that was really it. I had made it, and was 
going to get a chance to play with and against guys I had been hearing 
and reading about." 

By any man's measure, Jim Brown truly has "made it." And the 
records within his grasp as he bowls his way through a third season 
are only as infinite as the categories in the record books. And while 
it will satisfy the sportswriters to unreel their superlati\es as the quiet 
fullback smashes through opposition tacklers, or handles his fakes so 
well that other backs are sprung free for the long gains, Jim requires 
far less than their acclaim. 

For in the present financial security of a reported S15.000 pact with 
the Clex eland Browns, and with the earnings from his off-season job, he 
is finally on the way to becoming an adjusted adult. He is content with 
doing his part in a "team effort" on the field, and satisfied with the 
prospect of having a significant life ahead of him when his muscles 
will no longer respond to his call for "that extra jet" which makes him 
the most respected fullback in modern football annals. 

It is a day that Jim knows is coming. And he will be ready for it.

While a local contractor worked each night for three weeks in his 
spare time building the wooden part of the frame house and while 
the doctor laid the floor tiles, Mrs. Smith e Incas sewed curtains, pasted 
wall paper and negotiated with various firms for the manufacture of 
custom-built parts and furniture. "It got to a point where Jaime (pro- 
nounced Haimee) and I felt about the same as we did when we were 
building on our own house," she said in describing her and her hus- 
band's enthusiasm for construction project "Casa Bianca Lori." 

Recently. Mrs. Smith e Incas' perennial wish became reality as her 
daughters invited a group of neighborhood tots for an afternoon home- 
warming party that clima.xed in a mass dip in their patio wading tank. 
Since then, the playhouse has not only bi', ,inie an integral part in the 
everyday life of Bianca and Lori but in that of their little friends as 
well. 

Each day, as they look proudly at the miniature mansion and the 
little group of bright-eyed youngsters filling the air with joyous"" 
laughter. Dr. and Mrs. Smith e Incas ha\ e no doubts that their project 
was well worth every cent of money and ounce of effort expended.

Cooking aid helps food budget 

THE HUMBLE beginning of many a succulent meat dish starts with 
the sprinkliiii» of a mixture of salts and spices over an inexpensive 
cut of meat.

Airman's son sparks $400,000 
gift to Scliweitzer Hospital 

FOR several decades, Dr. Albert Scliweitzer 
has emphasized the need "for a man to be 
a man" to near and distant neighbors who 
reach for an assisting hand. Recently a 13- 
year-old boy took lip his man-sized challenge. 

Robert A. Hill, the son of an American 
soldier stationed in Italy, read the doctor's 
words in a book, The World of Albert Schwei- 
tzer. He decided to send as much medicine 
as he conld buy to the great humanitarian who 
gave lip a brilliant career in Europe and went 
to Africa to minister to the sick. Robert wrote 
a letter to I.t. Gen. Richard C. Lind.say, com- 
mander of NATO air forces in southern Eu- 
rope. "Since I ha\e found no other way," he 
wrote, "I thought that if any of our airplanes 
go where Doctor Schweitzer is, they would 
deliver it (the medicine) for me." 

Impressed by the letter. Gen. Lindsay threw 
the weight of his office behind an appeal 
which was carried over the Italian radio net- 
work. Gifts from private citizens and drug 
companies flowed in. Lindsay arranged for 
two planes to carry Robert and medicines 
valued at $400,000 to French Equatorial Af- 
rica, where the Schweitzer hospital is located. 
The grateful doctor kissed Robert on both 
cheeks. "I never thought," he said, "a child 
could do so much for my hospital."
